Thoro is in Wis- 


consin something liko 25,000,000 acres of 
land yot unoccupied and unimproved. 
Tho real work ol' t!iu immigration com- 
mission is to acquaint tho world that 
those millions of ucros cuu ho secured at a 
nominal oost and will make fortilo farms 
for thousands or families. 


"Wisconsin is a. groat state now in 


wealth and production," said Bishop, 
"bat its resources have only been holt 
improved. 
Encouragement o£ settlement 


of moro thinly populated sections is tlio 
idea of tho governor which tho legislature 
hus aotocl upon in a manner bound to 
bring about boiiotlcial results. 
Tho gov- 


ernor is njlay-ofticor and is horo to per- 
sonally acquaint himself with matters 
pertaining to immigrant:; and do nil bo 
can to interest pooplu of tho oust in the 
extraordinary opportunity offered by Wis- 
consin to homeseokers. 
Tho settlement 


of tho northern section of our state, will 
not bo by foreigners exclusively by any 
moans, hut wo naturally look to that por- 
tion of Europe that has already contrib- 
uted so handsomely to our population." 


Governor Upham also spoke of tho pur- 


poses of tho state commission. 
He said: 


"The object of tho immigration bureau 
of Wisconsin may be said to bo solely for 
tho purpose of occupy ing will) settlors tho 
thinly settlud portions of Wisconsin; to 
place actual settlors iu tlm northern por- 
tion of the state and in that way adding 
revenue to taxable property? of tho stato, 
but iu no manner looking to any increase 
to tho number of laborers cow in_ tho 
"state.

01 population nntl induce people to go to 
tho state where land is cheap and fertile, 
ami thereby gain a home and financial 
condition which is not subject to the haul 
times and distress that falls upon unem- 
ployed durii.g tho times of depression. 


Tho bill creating tho commission made 


un appropriation of money that will be 
expended principally in tho maintenance 
of a publication bureau and preparation 
and circulation of documents giving tho 
exact facts concerning tho virgin lands

All statistics and 
state- 


ments will he official and will present t.lie 
situation exactly as It is, without exag- 
geration, ovaslou or circumlocution. Tliu 
principal feature of my mission to tho 
case is for the purpose of making a per- 
sonal investigation of tho character of im- 
migrants, method of their transportation 
to America and the system of inspection 
which urevaUs in the sea port cities under 
tlio present national immigration 
laws. 


I may say our visit has boon thoroughly 
satisfactory. We are convinced that with 
zealous work un the part of tho stato in 
circulating information coticci'.'iing our 
lands we shall be able to attract to our 
fortilo state tlie tide of houe.it German 
and Scandinavian immigration which has 
already done mucli toward the uphnildug

Charles W. Fish, tho bareback rider, was 


probably the best known rider iutho world 
nod hold the championship for years, do- 
ing inimy remarkable feats which tno 
younger mon in the profession never ex- 
celled, lie WM boru in Philadelphia in 
1839. 
He caiuo of good old stock. Tho 


following Interview with him, published 
in Philadelphia iiv 1860.-will be interest- 
ing, especially to circus men aud lovurs of 
the lent show: 


"What is necessary, Mr. Fish, to becoma 


• flret class performer?" 
" WollN there aro a good many things nec- 


cssnrx"' To climb to tho top oC thy tree— 
or on tho back of tho horso, properly—a 
child's training, boy or girl, should begin 
at tho ago of 5 or 6, not Inter than 7 or 3 
years imyhow. 
Tho flrst stops nro to give 


the body tlmt elasticity so essential, and 
this is done by practicing nil kinds of tum- 
bling on tho ground. 
Somersaults, bock- 


ivard and forward, handsprings or fllpflaps 
—In fact, all thnt tumblers do In it circus. 
\Yhon a boy becomes thoroughly proflciont 
in this sort of thing, tho next step is to put 
him 011 tho back of a horse and teach him 
how to keep his bolttuco. There we two 
ways of doing this to keep a juvenile from 
jiia'storinp; is .it the risk of a broken Duck. 
Quo is by tho 'mechanic,' a modern inven- 
tion, by which tho ridor is held suspended 
in tho air if he le&vos tho horse's back 
•whllo going around the ring. Tlio other is 
to have a ropo attached to tho boy's -waist, 
which passes through a ring on the slrio of 
tho pad, tho end being held by tlio teacher. 
As soon as the boy begins to topple and Is 
peon going a strong poll on the ropo brings 
him up against the side oS tho liorso and 
keeps him thoro until ho can clamber buck 
again. 


"I began riding when I was 0 years old 


•t Spauldli.ig & Itogors1 old circus In Cin- 
cinnati, in 1848, but I've been all over tho 
•world since that. 2\o, my family wero not 
professional people. I yearned to become 
n rider tho flrst time I ovor saw a circus, 
Hko nlnety-nlno out of every hundred boys 
In America. 


"American molo riders are tho best in 


the -world, but wo look for the best lady 
riders in Kuropo. In Europe, I huvo 
known Frenchmen, Englishmen and Span- 
iards to -bo billed as the 'Great American 
Horseman.' Sonioof those men never saw 
this side of tho Atlantic. Thoro is no rca- 
*on why tho riders there should not bo bet- 
tor tha'n American riders from tho fact 
That they arc six mouths In a place at a 
time, and looru to know their ring thor- 
oughly. 
That is a more Important matter 


thau it HOems ivc first sight. A foot's differ- 
once makes a very serious matter. Tho 
ring In usually 42 feet in diameter, and u 
rldur counts on that. A single foot largor 
or smaller makes it necessary for tho per- 
formers to strike a different angle, inclin- 
ing more inward as the ring gots smaller 
hud more perpendicularly if its dimensions 
nro Increased. Ycsr bareback riding is tho 
moac difficult, of course. A pad ridor gen- 
erally requires four or five years' hard 
practice bareback before bo can be crusted 
lor a clean, finished performance. 
1'ou 


BOO, on pud riding a man doesn't havo.to 
take into account tho horso s backbone or 
tho curve of tho back. It Is perfectly level 
on a pad, and just so much easier. A great 
dual depends on the horso. 


"Value? 
VToll, a first class horso is not 


for sale at any price. You've got to use a 
lioree throo or four years before you can do- 
pond upon him ivlth absolute certainty. 
Imputation, living — life itself — depend 
upon a bareback ridor having under him a 
horso on which ho can positively depend to 
be just at tho right place at tho right time. 
Tho swerving of an inch, the quickening 
or slowing of tho puce to tho half length of 
a hoof, may moan a broken arm, perhaps 11 
broken neck. HeaJizo tho danger? Why, 
of course wo do. I've had a horso stumble 
on mo when I -was half way up in a somer- 
sault, and before I got down I couid real- 
ize that I was in danger of iiovov getting 
up alive. It on.ly cost mo a fractured arm, 
however, which is all right now. 


"Tho most critical moment iu my life 


•was while I was doing a 'twister' in 1875. 
James Robinson and myself woro wilh 
Montgomery Queen's circus on our way 
overland from San Francisco. Wo woro 
billed as tho rival champions, and at Mos- 
kcgon, Mich., on tho li)th of August, I 
first did tlio Twister.' Xow, I'll Hill you 
what, It Is. There are three banners hold 
very close togi'ihor. As I ride, with my face 
t.o the first, I jump, pirouotto and como 
down again faco forward, instantly up 
again—for it must bo done in un instant— 
nnd half pinmetlo over tho second, thus 
bringing my back to the horse's hoad, when 
1 again alight, then, quick as a Hash, up 
ami turning u somersault, twist my body 
around when iu tho air, so ns to reverse 
my position, and when I alight on my feet 
having my head in front, as the horso goes. 
1 had practiced it on tho ground for ten 
years, but on a bareback horso It's a very 
different affair. 
Wu wero in Detroit, anil 


among tho itudk-uco wore J. M. 1'rench 
and a number of other prominent circu.-- 
men. 
All woro anxious to see tho 'twist- 


er. ' Tho ring wivs wot and in bad condi- 
tion, and I had only about one-third of the 
circle to work in. 
Throo, four, live times 


I tried it and failed, Tho sixth timu, -with 
every uurvn strung to Us utmost tunsicn, 
with my teeth ilrmly'set and my'lmnds 
clinched, I was determined to snowed. 
The audience rose almost on masse with 
excitement', and cries of 'Well done, any- 
how 1 Don't try It again!' maddened me, 
Tho flrst stop was all right, so was the 
next, but as I left for tho final spring tho 
horso stumbled slightly.

The Rattl«m»ko'« Stlnc and the BIt« ol 


tlw> Hydrophobia Shank. 


Major Wllcox, a vctcrati snrgeon from 


Fort Hunchuca, told tho other, day of tho 
red «cor snako, a deadly foe of tlio rabtlo- 
ennfcs nnd who fights the latter on every 
occasion. 
Ho cannot kill tho rattler by a 


poisonous sting, but awaiting an oppftrta- 
nity solxes his victim behind'tho head and 
gives it a crushing squoezo in his powerful 
jaws. This severs the rattlesnake's spinal 
cord and causes death. The red racer then 
swallows tlie rattler, poison and nil. Oc- 
casionally, when in tho field, Major WIlcos 
treated soldiers for rattlesnake bites and 
found it oosy to ovcrcomu tho effects of the 
poison. 


One day a private camo to him with a 


wound from a rattlesnake's Jangs In his 
index finger. The major hastily scarified 
the wound, broke open a rille cartridge, 
poured powder over tho wound and ex- 
ploded It. This cauterized t-hcinjurctl part 
und so effectually dispelled tho poison that 
only one-half tho hand was swollen, 
Tho 


patient soon recovered. On another occa- 
sion a man cut off » rattlesnake's head, 
and. desiring to preserve it, packed cotton 
into tho dead snake's mouth. The jaws 
closed upon the mtiu's fingers, inflicting a 
wound from which ho soon died. 


Rancher Lqonard, owner of a vast cattla 


range In New Mexico, in recounting his 
experiences on tho plains, remarked that 
ho feared the hydrophobia skunk far more 
than ho did tho rattlesnake. 
The snake 


gives warning of his presence; tho skunk 
cloea not. 
This variety of skunk is not 


ouly vicious, but aggressive, while the rat- 
tles'naUo seldom attacks unless disturbed. 
Tho hydrophobia skunk is probably tho. 
only animal, excepting tho coyote, west of 
tho Rocky mouatriins whose bite induces 
rabio.-;. Besides this and because of its 
fondness for occupying tho tents of fron- 
tiersmen at night, tho aulrnal is much | 
dreaded. 


Occasionally a coyoto will "run mad" 


and bito another, and thus hydrophobia is 
communicated to large packs of tho floot 
footed animals aud they riice over tho 
prairies and mesas, making mad every 
living crcaturo In their pathway that they 
happen to bite.

There aro 4wo phases ot social lifo at the 


national cayitol about which pooplo in 
civil life know llttlo or nothing.

are the army social life at tho barracks- 
Fort Meyor—uud tho naval clrclo at the 
navy yard. In many respects they are 
similar, inasmuch as they constitute llt- 
tlo worlds opart from tho general society 
o( Washington. 
Tho lifo is frco from 


struggling jealousies and heart burning 
which characterize tho outside world. 
Thorois a simplicity of life, sociability 
and refinement which moko an nrrny or 
naval station peculiarly attractive. Tho 
hospitality is unbounded. People are ex- 
pected to live within their means. 
They 


know exactly what they aro going to got, 
and they gauge their expenditures accord- 


It is more liko a family than a social 


circle. 
The bonds which bind orrny and 


navnl men to each other aro among the 
strongest. Thcro is always a feeling of 
comradeship among them all which does 
not obtain.in civil life. 
Tho high stand- 


ards of character, courtesy and duty re- 
quired oQJcially have- thoir effect upon 
tbo social life. ' Men cannot livo beyond 
their pay, bent their creditors or slander 
brother "officers without being brought to 
book and held to account. 
Tho code of 


manners ond morals, therefore, is higher 
than it is in most soical lifo and among 
commercial people. 


There aro always a lot of friendly and 


informal little entertainments, in which 
people are thrown together in a charming 
way, freo from tho conventional buckram 
of tho grand functions of society. 
To 


young girls the ILfo is particularly attract- 
ive and charming. They have tho society 
and attention of well bred and well edu- 
cated young fellows, who are always at 
their service and never fail to do every- 
thing in their power to contribute to their 
pleasure. Tho married couples havo pret 
ty, tasteful establishments, with all tho 
modern comforts ond conveniences ant 
without tho fearol burglars, tramps, book 
agents and thieving servants.

Somo of tha Difficulties In Kccovorinsr 


Drowuud Persons. 


Grappling for d««l bodies is a difficult 


and hiborious task. In seaport cities where 
a harbor police force is maintained tho 
work o£ looking for people supposed to 
have been drowned is allotted to them. In 
other places the regular police force gener- 
ally carriSs ou the work, though it is not 
infrequent for private parties to grapple on 
their own account, with the hope of obtain- 
ing tbo standing reward offered by the 
state for the recovery of drowned bodies. 
In Massachusetts the amount of the re- 
ward is $3, and it ir* -paid to the persons 
who take the body from the water. 


It requires three men to operate ono 


rr-ippler Two- are the oarsmen of the boat 
urd tin, third is the man who controls tho 
-n-U-iUng iron. A grapple.r is a straight 
bar of iron, upon which is fixed about a 
dozen iron hooks. The hooks are placed on 
two sides of the bar, and thero is a long 
iron handle in the center of tho bar, to 
which the rope held by the man in the 
boat; is attached. In addition to the big 
hooks there are about a dozen codllsb 
'looks attached all along the iron bar by 
little pieces of cud line. 
The grappler is 


dropped to tho bottom and dragged along 
behind tlie boat. 


The moment, the hooks como iu contact 


with anything ou the bottom the man 
with tlie rope" in his hand can tell it- in 
much tho same way that a. fisherman 
knows when he gets a ''bite." It requires 
no great strength to haul u body from tho 
bottom to the surface. It is then towed to 
the shore and landed, aud then the med- 
ical examiner is sent for to inspect it. It 
must not be moved before. 


Of course it is often moro luck than any- 


thin- in fiuding u person supposed to be 
drowned. I:-, still water, such as lakes and 
ponds, and when the spot, where the per- 
son sank can be pointed out with a rexsou- 


i able degree of accuracy, the success of tho 


searchers is an easy matter. But in rivers, 
uud harbors especially, where thero is a 
good deal of tide, not, ono body in ten can 
be recovered oven when tho drowned person 
wa-s seen to sink and tho spot is pointed 
out.—Boston Journal.
